Saturday the State Senate of 
Virginia passed without discus- 
sion and opposition the McCue- 
Randolph bill which provides 1 
for the merger of Mary Washing- 
ton College with the University 
of Virginia. 

The bill was sent to Governor 
Darden and is now awaiting his 
signature. Under terms of the 
bill, Mary Washington will be- 
come a liberal arts college for 
women and will be placed under 
the jurisdiction of the univer- 
sity's board of visitors. 

The bill will become effective 
90 days after the General Assem- 
bly ends or about the middle of 
June. At that time Dr. J. L. 
Newcomb, university president 
will become chancellor of the 
college. 

Dr. Morgan L. Combs will re- 
main as president of Mary Wash- 
ington.
